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Town most expensive for burial and cremations 

FAMILIES FACING 
FUNERAL DEBTS

DUDLEY and Stourbridge are 
the most expensive places 
in the UK for a funeral, after 
London. 

The West Midlands is the second 
highest priced region of the UK for 
funeral costs, with Dudley and Stour¬ 
bridge topping the table within the 
region with the average costs of a fu¬ 
neral at £4,439. 

Meanwhile, the average cost across the West 
Midlands is now £3,977, according to research 
from insurance group Royal London for its na¬ 
tional funeral cost index. 

London’s average funeral is estimated at 
£4,838 - that’s £6,479 for burials and £3,198 
for cremations. In the West Midlands burials 
average at £4,699 and cremations at £3,255. 
Nationally the average stands at £3,757. 

In the fifth year of Royal London’s research 
into funeral costs, the average cost of a UK fu¬ 
neral has risen by six per cent from £3,551 in 
2014. 

Debt 

Now there are fears that funeral costs are 
forcing families into debt. 

Individual funeral debt has increased at a 
much higher rate - 34 per cent - in the last five 
years with people now taking on an average 
debt of £1,744, compared to £1,305 in 2014. 

Royal London’s funeral cost expert Louise 
Eaton-Terry said: “High funeral costs in the 
West Midlands have left many families taking 
on a mountain of debt, with our research show¬ 
ing a huge increase in the amount being bor¬ 
rowed by the bereaved over the last five years. 

“More support needs to be offered to families 
struggling to pay for funeral costs. It’s shocking 
that the Government do not consider funeral 
director’s fees and a coffin to be a ‘necessary’ 
cost. We want the Social Fund to cover the cost 
of a basic funeral, as no-one should have to 
struggle to give their loved ones a decent send- 
off.” 

Royal London found that nationally 12 per 
cent took on debt to pay for a funeral. Of those 
who struggled with funeral costs, 28 per cent 
borrowed money from friends and family and 
21 per cent took on debt. One in 10 sold posses¬ 
sions to give their loved ones a decent send-off. 


THOUSANDS turned out in their Volkswa¬ 
gen vans for a new festival for VW fans.

Cheryl and partner Darren Jones decided 
to put on the event for the Dubs Collective 
group, which has more than 4,000 members 
on Facebook. 


“This is the first event we have done. Dar¬ 
ren and I are both lovers of the Volkswagen 
world, so we purchased the T5 about five 
years ago and absolutely loved going to festi¬ 
vals and the festival life. So we set up a club 
called Dubs Collective.” 

The weekend had a Peaky Blinders theme, 
in honour of the TV drama filmed in the Black 
Country, and organisers are already planning 
next year’s event, with a 1980s theme.

The alleged offences, against three vic¬ 
tims, were said to have happened in Dud¬ 
ley, Stourbridge and Northamptonshire 
between 1997 and 2018.

TWO men arrested on suspicion of 
murder by police searching for miss¬ 
ing student Thomas Jones in Worces¬ 
ter have been released without charge. 

Albion fan Thomas, aged 18, from 
Bromsgrove, was last seen in the early 
hours of September 19 close to the 
River Severn. He recently started a 
teaching course at the city’s university. 

West Mercia Police said it remains a 
missing person enquiry.

Dudley Council approved the applica¬ 
tion to build the three-storey building on 
currently vacant land in Moor Street. 

It plan includes a supermarket on the 
ground floor, with eight flats above, plus 
car parking facilities.

THE boss of troubled Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital has suggested she is the best per¬ 
son to turn it around, as she laid out her 
plans to improve services to concerned 
council chiefs. 

Under-fire chief executive Diane 
Wake presented an improvement plan 
to Dudley Council following a damning 
inspection by health watchdog the Care 
Quality Commission, which again found 
the emergency department ‘inadequate’. 

She is expected to be grilled by council 
scrutiny bosses this week over failings at 
the hospital, which is facing a probe into 
the deaths of up to 54 patients. 


Ms Wake has laid out her plans for 
delivering the required improvements, 
including action over sepsis, which the 
watchdog said doctors were struggling 
to identify, and increased staffing. 

She said there had been a ‘compre¬ 
hensive staffing review’ and an extra 
five A&E consultants had been brought 
in. 

The hospital boss said staff in A&E 
had been re-trained in how to spot the 
signs of sepsis and manage patients who 
have the condition. A ‘dedicated sepsis 
trolley’ has also been introduced. 

A report from Ms Wake to the coun¬ 


cil’s health scrutiny committee said: 
“We are absolutely committed to deliv¬ 
ering the actions needed to ensure our 
patients are safe. 

“A new cohort of qualified nurses 
commence in September 2018. A neigh¬ 
bouring trust is supporting us with an 
induction programme for new nursing 
starters and a training programme for 
all staff in the emergency department.” 

The borough’s four MPs - Ian Austin, 
Mike Wood, Margot James and James 
Morris - have insisted change is needed 
at the top and called for the chair of gov¬ 
ernors, Jenni Ord, to resign.

£28,000 for an iconic prop 
from Britain’s best loved sit¬ 
com. 

Michael Enright, 47, from Gor- 
nal, has bought the pocket watch 
that made his hero Del Boy a 
millionaire in a classic episode 
of the hit TV show... and he even 
attended the auction in Dudley 
dressed up with his pal as Bat¬ 
man and Robin in tribute to a 
classic scene from the TV show. 

The novelty prop went on sale at 
Aston’s Auctioneers in Tower Street 
on Thursday, selling for almost dou¬ 
ble its anticipated price of £15,000. 

Super-fan Michael could not resist 
the item after he read in the Express 
& Star that it was up for sale. 

Trotter 

Michael, 47, said: “Hands down 
my favourite thing about Only Fools 
and Horses is Del Boy, I live my life 
like him. I’m a Trotter at heart and 
everything I do is to be similar to him, 
he’s brilliant.” 

Michael and his friend Jason Badd¬ 
ams came through the doors of the 
auction house dressed as Batman and 
Robin. Michael, owner of MT Skips in 
Dudley, said: “Jason loves the show 
too but the whole fancy dress thing 
was a last minute idea. 

“Everyone at the auction house 
loved it when we came in all dressed 
up, they all had a good laugh and it 
was brilliant. 

“My family think I’m mad, com¬ 
pletely bonkers, but you’ll never see 
this item again, I had one chance to 
get it and I knew if I’d have lost out 


on it I’d have been gutted. It’s a lot of 
money but it’s worth it. 

“At the end when I’d won the auc¬ 
tion, a man from London who was 
bidding against me, came and shook 
my hand. 

“He asked me how much I was pre¬ 
pared to pay for it and I said I came 
here to buy it, whatever the cost.” 

The timepiece was made by the 
BBC props department for the 1996 
episode Time On Our Hands, which

Michael, described himself as a

“All four of my kids watch it and every 
single night I sit down and enjoy an 
episode.

“There are only two of these 
watches in existence so I’m definitely 
keeping this one safe. In 10 years I 
might look at selling it on and seeing

If I do sell it on I want 
to take it to Sotheby’s, the auction 
house they used in the show.” 

Also at Aston’s, a huge collection 
of Star Wars memorabilia including 
more than 600 different lots sold for 
just shy of £100,000 but the Boba 
Fett figure that was expected to fetch 
£2,000 went unsold. Star lot was a 
Princess Leia figure, made by toy 
company Palitoy, that sold for £1,200.

Fatal crash driver, 20, 
walks free from court 


A YOUNG woman from Dudley who 
caused the death of a grandfather 
by driving without due care and at¬ 
tention left court in tears after being 
spared immediate detention. 

A lack of experience behind the wheel 
may have led Emily Doyle-Gibbons - 19 at 
the time, now 20 - to lose control of her 
Ford Fiesta. 

Her car crossed the carriageway and ploughed 
head-on into a Vauxhall Corsa, killing its driver 
Malcolm Aplin. Wolverhampton Crown Court 
" heard that both vehicles 

were travelling at between 
45mph and 55mph - within 
the 60mph limit - when 
tragedy struck on a curve 
at Port Lane near Brewood 
around 4.15pm on June 25 
last year. 

Mr Aplin, a 59-year-old 
care home owner from Tet- 
tenhall with five children 
and five grandchildren, suf¬ 
fered ‘catastrophic’ injuries 
and died at the scene. 

Doyle-Gibbons, who passed her test in Janu¬ 
ary 2016, was found guilty by a 10-2 majority, 
following a trial, of causing death by careless 
driving. She spent 15 days in hospital with a 
fractured foot, pelvis and wrist. 

Mr Paul Spratt, prosecuting, said: “You may 
come to the conclusion that the speed at which 
she was travelling, coupled with her relative in¬ 
experience, made her incapable of reacting how 
a more experienced driver might have done.” 

Mr Oliver Woolhouse, defending, suggested 
that a ‘conflagration of small mistakes’ caused 
her ‘inability or failure’ to correct the steering 
before it was too late after going over a drain. 

Judge James Burbidge QC told her: “You well 
know the devastation you have caused and feel 
that keenly.” 

Doyle-Gibbons , of Warren Drive, was given 
six months detention suspended for two years, 
ordered to do 250 hours unpaid community 
work and banned from driving for five years.

'Rape* threat 
blackmail 
woman, 20, 
is locked up 

A woman from Stourbridge, who 
blackmailed a ‘naive and vulnerable’ 
man after tricking him into saying he 
would commit a rape, has been locked 
up. 

Nadine McDonnell targeted her 
victim after coming into contact with 
him via the internet , a judge heard. 
A chat led to a meeting at which the 
20-year-old McDonnell realised how 
unworldly he was. 

In March last year she invented a 
friend called Kerry that resulted in 
him being tricked into texting some¬ 
thing he ‘deeply regretted’, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. 

He was then subjected to a ‘cam¬ 
paign of blackmail’ by manipulative 
McDonnell, said Mr Mark Stevens, 
prosecuting. 

At the end of a ‘sexually manipula¬ 
tive’ set of conversations in more than 
75 text messages exchanged on April 
15 last year, he was duped into agree¬ 
ing to get the defendant drunk before 
raping her because that was what the 
fictitious Kerry suggested. 

Then McDonnell demanded money 
to buy her silence over what he had 
texted, forcing him to take out a 
£1,000 bank loan to keep her quiet. 
He finally cracked after handing her 
more than £2,000 worth of gifts and 
cash, telling his mother who alerted 
the police. 

Mr Jasvir Mann, defending, said 
McDonnell, of St Marks Road, who 
was of previous good character, was 
suffering from depression at the time. 

McDonnell admitted blackmail and 
was sentenced to ten months deten¬ 
tion.

Jail for driver who rammed police cars 


A SERIAL offender who ignored armed 
police and rammed two of their vehi¬ 
cles has been jailed for nine months. 

The officers had tried to block banned driver Ki- 
eran Taplin on the car park of The Greyhound pub 
in Norton Road, Stourbridge, shortly before mid¬ 
night on June 8. 

They were looking for a man armed with a ma¬ 
chete who had tried to force his way into a nearby 
house, whose occupants did not want to support a 
prosecution, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

Armed police sent to the scene saw the parked 
Range Rover and three police cars tried to box it in 
when the driver returned to the vehicle. 


Mr Geoffrey Dann, prosecuting, explained that 
Taplin repeatedly reversed into one of the police 
vehicles and side swiped another out of the way as 
he roared off. 

The Range Rover but was later found abandoned 
iand a search with dogs discovered 30-year-old Ta¬ 
plin lying in a field. A machete was found in a door 
pocket of the car. 

Dangerous 

Taplin, who had previous convictions involving 
more than 40 offences, was also wanted for two ear¬ 
lier offences of dangerous driving. 

In February he had driven the wrong way down 
a one-way street to evade police and in March de¬ 


liberately drove into the door of a woman’s BMW 
in Netherton because he wrongly thought she had 
sounded her horn at him. He also racially abused 
her. 

Eleven days later he was seen at the wheel of a 
stolen Ford Fiesta. 

Mr Curtis Myrie, defending, said Taplin had men¬ 
tal health issues. 

Taplin of no fixed address, pleaded guilty to dan¬ 
gerous driving, driving while disqualified, possession 
of a machete and racially aggravated harassment. 

Judge Jinder Singh Boora jailed him for 40 weeks 
and disqualified him from driving for three years 
on release. 


Prince pays tribute to 
hero who saved families 


HIS BRAVE actions saved thousands of 
Jews from Nazi concentration camps. 

Now 60 years after his death it is clear Ma¬ 
jor Frank Foley’s heroic deeds have not been 
forgotten as Prince William visited Stour¬ 
bridge to unveil a statue of the unassuming 
hero whose actions as a senior passport of¬ 
ficer in the British Embassy in 1930s Berlin 
saved families from the Holocaust. 

Mary Stevens Park - near where Major Foley 
used to live in Eveson Road - was crowded for the 
big occasion last Tuesday afternoon. It was proba¬ 
bly the grandest day at the park since Queen Eliza¬ 
beth II and Prince Philip visited in 1957. 

The Duke of Cambridge made his way down the 
park’s boulevard, named Queen’s Drive after his 
grandmother’s visit 61 years ago. 

He was greeted with chants of ‘Stourbridge loves 
you’ and was heard to comment to one spectator: 
“It is a lovely park you have here.” 

The Duke met members of Major Foley’s family, 
descendants of some of the people he saved, as well 
as Dudley North MP Ian Austin and representa¬ 
tives of the Holocaust Educational Trust, who have 
campaigned to honour Major Foley in the town 
where he spent his retirement. 

Freedom 

The statue has been created by Birmingham art¬ 
ist Andy De Comyn, featuring Major Foley sitting 
on a bench, his briefcase hinting at his work as an 
MI6 agent and feeding a bird, symbolising freedom. 

Mr De Comyn said: “It’s been eight months of 
work with the sculpting and foundry work. It’s my 
first full size bronze sculpture. It is a real bonus to 
have His Royal Highness here and it is really nice 
for Frank Foley to get this recognition.” 

Dubbed the ‘British Schindler’, it is believed 
Major Foley saved more than 10,000 Jews from the 
gas chambers. It was only years later that the scale 
of his life-saving campaign came to light after au¬ 
thor Michael Smith, published his book, Foley: The 
Spy Who Saved 10,000 Jews, in 1999. 

In making his speech, Labour MP Mr Austin 
said: “He retired in complete anonymity, never 
boasting about what he did. I want people to come 
to the park and sit next to Frank Foley and remem¬ 
ber a great local hero.”

People are plumper and can’t squeeze into saloons 


Clearing 
the air just 
muddies 
the waters 

CONSULTATION (noun): the process 
where public authorities tell lesser mor¬ 
tals what they have decided to do, spend 
lots of money encouraging the public to 
have their say, and then do it anyway. 

Take Birmingham’s clean-air zone, for 
example. Motorists who bought diesel 
cars like the Government told us to a few 
years ago will soon be charged £10 a day 
for driving into the city centre. 

Here’s a prediction of how it will pan 
out. By the time it comes into force in 
2020, businesses will have already start¬ 
ed relocating to the edge of the ring road, 
just outside the zone. Vast amounts of 
fossil fuels will be burned constructing 
new office blocks, business parks, shop¬ 
ping centres and car parks, and concerns 
rise about pollution and traffic around the 
edge of the city. 

By then, the Government will have de¬ 
cided that it is petrol and electric rather 
than diesel cars that are the problem, and 
introduced new taxes. 

Meanwhile, concerned by the number 
of empty buildings in the city centre, the 
council spends millions on regeneration 
plans. Local bigwigs catch a filthy great 
plane to Cannes to unveil their vision at 
the annual planning junket - before put¬ 
ting it out to consultation. 

□ □□ 

OF COURSE, it’s never a proper con¬ 
sultation without a scare stoiy and a grim 
warning that ‘doing nothing is not an op¬ 
tion’. And Councillor Waseem Zaffar, the 
man behind the clean-air charge, certain¬ 
ly delivered. 

“Nine hundred deaths are accelerated 
each year as a result of air pollution,” he 
said. “ That’s not the city I want my child, 
or any children, growing up in.” 

If it saves one life, and all that. 

Now we don’t know where Councillor 
Zaffar got his figures from, but it is prob¬ 
ably the 2015 study by King’s College 
London, which seems to be the car bash¬ 
er’s weapon of choice at the moment. It 
claims that in London, one in every 1,417 
lives is shortened by pollution. 

They rarely tell us, though, that the re¬ 
port’s own authors admit to ‘uncertain¬ 
ty in the evidence’ and that ‘figures are 
approximate and need to be used with 
care’. Still, why let facts get in the way of 
new taxes? 

And while they happily quote scary 
figures about ‘lives being shortened’, 
they rarely elaborate on how much they 
are shortened by. Ten years? Five? Six 
months? Well actually the study estimat¬ 
ed that if its recommendations were im¬ 
plemented in full, life expectancy would 
increase by a few hours. Bet you didn’t 
hear much about that in consultation.

WHAT’S the real reason for Volkswagen ending 
production of the legendary Beetle? According 
to one report: “It was out of sync with con¬ 
sumers in the US where bigger cars, including 
crossovers and sports utility vehicles, dominate 
the market.” The reason our roads are dominat¬ 
ed by enormous 4x4s is not because folk live 
in the outback or drive off-road. It’s because 
people are getting plumper and can no longer 
squeeze into saloons. In the case of the Beetle, 
for “out of sync” maybe instead we should really 
read it’s “too small for fatties.” 

AS the campaign for a “People’s Vote” rattles 
on, based on the claim that the British public 
did not understand what Brexit would mean, a 
reader writes: “I am watching this with interest. 
I am not 100 per cent sure everything was ex¬ 
plained fully at my wedding ceremony 46 years 
ago.” 

BRITAIN’S prison system is founded on the 
Christian principles of penitence and rehabilita¬ 
tion. It is best suited to dealing with old-fash¬ 
ioned burglars and robbers who, if all else fails, 
will eventually grow out of their criminality. But 
a regime of rewards and early release is hope¬ 
less when it comes to dedicated jihadists who 
leave prison just as deranged and homicidal as 
they went in. Some of these religious extremists 
are jihadists for life. Dozens of them are com¬ 
ing to the end of their jail terms this year, to be 
released into the community they despise and 
have sworn to destroy. 

SO here’s a prediction. Before long, a jihad- 
ist freed from a British prison - and probably 
released early - will commit murder or mass 
murder. And it’s not simply a question of if, but 
when.

TWIGGY entered her 70th year this week.

Family gives out gifts 
in Harrison's memory 



A BLACK Country family is 
raising money in honour of 
their ‘happy little soul’ Harri¬ 
son Meekcom. 

The youngster was diagnosed 
with a Medulloblastoma brain tu¬ 
mour two weeks after his second 
birthday and underwent a 15- 
hour operation at Russells Hall 
Hospital in Dudley. 

After 95 per cent of the tumour was 
removed, he then had to endure six 
months of chemotherapy at Birming¬ 
ham Children’s Hospital. 

In a horrific turn of events, Harrison 
fell off a chair and banged his head, 
suffering a bleed on the brain. 

Despite further operations and care 
at the children’s hospital, he could not 
be saved and died aged two-and-a-half 
in August 2016. 

Presents 

Now, the Dudley-based family - 
made up of grandmother Carole Hip- 
kiss, mother Nickola Hipkiss and 
father Lee Meekcom - are handing out 
presents to children at the hospital in 
memory of Harrison under the name 
of non-registered charity Harrison’s 
Gifts. 

Carole said: “They did everything 
to save him and, despite having a one 
per cent chance of surviving, Birming¬ 
ham Children’s Hospital asked for him 
back and did all they could to keep him 
alive. They operated on him again on 
August 23, 2016 and three days later 
the decision was made to turn his ma¬ 
chine off - there was no brain activity 
whatsoever. 

“I used to take bubbles and bouncy 
balls to the children’s hospital and 
even though it’s a small thing, it 
means the world to them. 


“When we lost Harrison we wanted 
to give back to them and Nickola had 
the idea of setting up a Gofundme page 
at Christmas to raise money and get 
them presents. 

“We raised about £735 that first 
time, and we did it again in Easter the 
following year. 

“Since then it has just grown into 


raising money any way we can and get¬ 
ting presents and paying for day trips 
to Blackpool and Drayton Manor for as 
many kids as we can. 

“We want to keep Harrison’s name 
alive and do it for him. 

“I want to put smiles on their little 
faces. It’s all about making life a little 
bit better for them.”

Charity ball will raise money for 
Caribbean military memorial

£6.2m revamp 
earns council 
a national award 

DUDLEY Council’s housing servic¬ 
es team is celebrating after scooping 
a national award for a multi-million 
pound refurbishment that has brought 
benefits to the health and wellbeing of 
tenants. 

The Dudley team has won the na¬ 
tional Association of Public Service Ex¬ 
cellence’s health and wellbeing award. 

The award was in recognition of the 
council’s recent £6.2 million refurbish¬ 
ment of Margaret Vine and Holloway 
Court sheltered housing schemes. 

The project, part-funded by the Gov¬ 
ernment, was designed to improve ten¬ 
ants’ quality of life. 

Two years ago the council and hous¬ 
ing partner Jessup began a makeover of 
92 apartments - installing new kitchens 
and adding en-suite shower facilities. 

Some apartments were extended and 
some balconies installed. The buildings 
also got a heating upgrade, rewiring, lift 
refurbishment, new door entry system 
and refurbished communal areas. The 
council also built four bungalows on 
land at Margaret Vine Court. 


A CHARITY ball is being held 
to raise money towards a 
lasting legacy to honour the 
contribution of military per¬ 
sonnel from the Caribbean. 

The National Caribbean Monu¬ 
ment Charity is working to raise 
£500,000 for a monument which will 
stand in the grounds of the National 
Memorial Arboretum at Alrewas, 
near Lichfield. 

As part of their efforts to generate 
cash, members will host a ball at the 
National Conference Centre in Soli¬ 
hull on October 13. 

One of the trustees of The National 
Caribbean Monument Charity is re¬ 
tired Royal Air Force Warrant Officer 
Donald Campbell, who lives in Tipton 
and finished his military career with 
seven years of service at RAF Cosford 
in 2006. He said: “This ball will be a 


night to remember and be part of our 
journey to make this historical mon¬ 
ument possible. We are hoping to get 
as many people there as possible.” 


Earlier this year £2,000 was raised 
towards the appeal when several 
members took part in a sponsored 
parachute jump. 


A site for the memorial paying trib¬ 
ute to those who fought for Britain 
and its colonies has been located and 
designs are being drawn up. 

The campaign started when vet¬ 
eran Pauline Milnes, from London, 
visited the National Arboretum Me¬ 
morial at Alrewas three years ago. 
The only mention she could find was 
of a 17-year-old Jamaican called Her¬ 
bert Morris. Private Morris joined 
the 6th battalion of the British West 
Indies Regiment in Jamaica in 1916. 
He absconded after several of his 
comrades became casualties, was 
caught and executed afrer a court 
martial. He was pardoned 90 years 
later. 

Tickets for the ball cost £55 
if bought before October 4 
and £60 after. See www.the

Planning chiefs" 
reject scheme 
for 18 homes 

CONTROVERSIAL plans for 18 homes 
in Dudley have been thrown out. 

Dudley Council planning bosses said 
the scheme, on land near Dibdale Road 
and Salop Street, would have repre¬ 
sented overdevelopment and affected 
the ‘visually prominent’ location. 

Patrick Timmins, representing 
Blake’s Sheds, a firm that had voiced 
opposition to the plans, felt the correct 
decision had been made. 

He said: “There were planning safety 
concerns. The council have reached the 
right decision.” 

A total of 14 one-bedroom and four 
two-bedroom apartments would have 
been constructed on the vacant site, 
near Papa John’s takeaway. 

Helen Martin, chief officer of regen¬ 
eration and enterprise, said: “The pro¬ 
posed development would encroach into 
an area of existing open space which 
forms a key characteristic of the area 
and by reason of the development’s de¬ 
sign, scale and layout it is considered to 
be detrimental to the existing pattern of 
development and character of the area.”

Father, 50,

The victim grabbed her 
mobile to phone 999 while 
screaming at both men to 
get out. The call handler 
heard a male voice say ‘I am 
going to kill you’, added the 
prosecutor. 

Chancellor wrapped a 
dressing gown cord around 
his hands, declared ‘lets 
kill her’ and punched the

woman in the face. He 
pulled tight on the cord 
around her neck. Kerr stood 
and watched, before step¬ 
ping in, telling Chancellor 
to stop and getting him out. 

Father-of-one Chancellor 
told officers the victim had 
been ‘slagging off his wife. 
Mr Gurdeep Garcha, in de¬ 
fence, said he was left with 
sole care of their daugh¬ 
ter. The change led him to 
drink. Mr Martin Liddi- 
ard, for Kerr, said: “He did 
not physically assault or 
threaten the victim.” 

Chancellor, of Areal 
Street, Sedgley, admitted as¬ 
sault and making threats to 
kill. Kerr, of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Street, Dudley pleaded 
guilty to assault and was 
jailed for 10 months.

Mr Ridgway met his wife Sandy, at an auction and they 
worked together until her death 12 years ago. 


What a grape idea 
for vine growers

HALFPENNY Green Vineyards are now accepting dona¬ 
tions of home-grown grapes for its annual co-operative 
scheme. 

From now until late October, the vineyards at Bobbing¬ 
ton near Bridgnorth, will be accepting grapes from the pub¬ 
lic. The grapes will then go on to be pressed and preserved 
to produce rose wine. The estate will let people know when 
the wine is ready, which is usually around late spring the 
following year. 

Clive Vickers, managing director, said: “People with 
vines in their back garden would always call up asking for 
advice, wondering what they could do with grapes that had 
grown in their back garden. Eventually we told them to 
bring them to us. The amount of wine available to each 
person is equal to the amount of grapes they bring in. For 
example, if a person brings in 10 kilos of grapes, they col¬ 
lect 10 bottles of wine. 

Fruit can be bought to the winery in carrier bags, a box, 
or bin bags.

Reward now £35,000 
to catch arsonists 

A CASH reward to catch arsonists who targeted a business 
has now been upped to £35,000. 

Bosses from Commercial Body Fittings in Coseley orig¬ 
inally put up a £10,000 reward but the cash on offer has 
now been increased in an attempt to bring the perpetrators 
to justice. 

The gang, wearing hoodies and masks, was seen on 
CCTV emptying petrol into the ground-floor window of the 
building in Budden Road at around 12.30am, on August 6. 

Firefighters managed to save the building from major 
damage but bosses say they are committed to ensuring the 
arsonists are punished for their deliberate attack. 

Four people believed to have been involved were seen 
fleeing from the area towards the railway track. Police have 
launched an investigation.

Lorry driver cleared of killing 
five fruit pickers in M6 crash 


A LORRY driver from the 
Black Country has been 
cleared of causing the 
deaths of five fruit pickers 
when he ploughed into their 
car on the M6. 

Polish national Zbigniew Grzabel 
wept as the jury delivered the unan¬ 
imous not guilty verdicts last week. 

Four women and two men were in 
a Nissan Micra when it was struck by 
the lorry driven by the 62-year-old in 
the early hours of May 24 last year. 


The two vehicles were headed south 
on the M6 between junctions 15 and 
14, near Stafford, at around 4.20am. 

It had been alleged that Mr Grza¬ 
bel failed to react to a loss of speed 
by the Micra. But it emerged during 
the week-long trial that the Micra 
had mechanical problems affecting 
the throttle and acceleration, and had 
twice pulled onto the hard shoulder of 
the motorway. 

A traffic officer told the jury the car 
seemed to lose speed, but no brake 
lights were showing. 

The victims, 45-year-old driver 


Marius Zevian, and four passengers 
- his wife Cucoana Zevian, 49, Ghe- 
orghita Radu, 56, Nicoleta-Marinela 
Florea, 42, and 34-year-old Marcela 
Sandu - had been on their way to 
work at a fruit farm near Stafford. 

Grzabel had never had an accident 
or points on his licence in 40 years be¬ 
hind the wheel, Stafford Crown Court 
heard. 

Mr Grzabel, of Glebefields Road, 
Tipton, was cleared of five counts of 
causing death by dangerous driving 
and one charge of causing serious in¬ 
jury by dangerous driving.

An open air service, usually attended by 
hundreds of people, will take place by the 
cenotaph in Coronation Gardens at 11am on 
Sunday, November 11. It will mark a century 
since the end of the First World War in 1918. 

Before that, a parade will leave Vicar Street at 


10.30am and march along along High Street, 
Stone Street, Priory Street and Priory Road 
before ending in Ednam Road by the cenotaph. 
Uniformed organisations will meet in Vicar 
Street from 10am and veterans are invited to 
join the parade.

Meanwhile, a Festival of Remembrance 
concert with the popular Gentlemen Songsters 
Male Voice Choir will take place at Dudley Town 
Hall on Thursday, November 10.

It comes after scores of people turned out to 
see RAF Cosford officially receive the Freedom 
of Dudley Borough during a special ceremony 
on the steps of Dudley Council House earlier 
this month. The Mayor of Dudley, Councillor 
Alan Taylor, officially presented the freedom 
scroll to Group Captain Tone Baker OBE, 
Station Commander of RAF Cosford, before 
more than 60 staff from the station marched 
through the town with swords drawn, bayonets 


fixed, colours flying, drums beating and bands 
playing. The event, organised in partnership 
between Dudley Council and Dudley Royal Air 
Forces Association (RAFA), also marked the 
Battle of Britain during the Second World War. 

The day included a service at St Thomas 
and St Luke’s Church (Top Church) which paid 
tribute to the heroes of the “battle of the sky” 
before a return parade through the town centre 
and the laying of wreaths at the cenotaph. 

Group Captain Baker said it was an “honour” 
to receive the freedom on behalf of RAF 
Cosford.

Work begins 
on council's 
homes project 

A £12.5 million project which will see 
Dudley Council build homes for private 
sale is now under way, with the first 
homes just a stone’s throw away from one 
of the borough’s top nature spots. 

The council is investing in the ground¬ 
breaking initiative which will see it build 
59 homes for outright sale alongside 20 
affordable homes on four sites it currently 
owns. Work on the first development, on 
land along Wren’s Nest Road, Dudley, 
and within walking distance of world- 
renowned Wren’s Nest National Nature 
Reserve, is already under way. 

It will include eight two-bedroom starter 
homes, which offer quality and affordable 
accommodation. Four of the homes are 
already being marketed off-plan while 
the remaining four will be offered as an 
affordable option. 

The council has lined up housing 
partner and local developer Jessup to 
build the properties on its behalf and is 
working with local estate agent Billingham 
Taylor to market the properties. 

Councillor Laura Taylor, cabinet 
member for housing, said: “This is great, 
as Dudley is a place people want to 
call home. This project puts us in the 
driving seat and in control of what we are 
building and where, with the needs of 
local people at the forefront of our mind.” 

Planning permission for a further 71 
homes (55 private and 16 affordable) has 
been approved on the sites of the former 
Mere Centre in Stourbridge, Amblecote 
House on Brettell Lane, Turner House 
in Dudley and St Thomas’ Network in 
Dudley.

Suzuki's Swift Sport 
and the puppy is all 


matures 
grown up 



Beneath the sportified exterior sits a stiffened suspension

Just like a well-loved but boisterous child, the 
lively Suzuki Sport has grown up as the years 
whizz past. So with this latest version, in comes 
a sense of maturity which make everyday life a 
bit less of a bother when you don’t feel like being 
entertained. 

But with the arrival of this new found maturity comes 
a loss too. Some of the lively interaction of old has 
faded, replaced by a properly grown up feel. 

Mostly, you reckon, owners of this latest and fastest 
of Suzuki’s little hatch will reckon the changes are for 
the better, most of the time. 

Adding a turbo to the 1.4 litre petrol engine has 
pumped in lots more low down pulling power, making 
the car quicker and even more obviously, much 
keener to hang on to higher gears at lower speeds. 

It also means this new £17,999 Suzuki Sport is a 
130mph (and 8.3 seconds to 62mph) machine that 
weighs a useful 70kgs less than before, uses a touch 
less fuel (on the official test at least) and cuts C02 by 
a meaningful 15 per cent. 

It also ceases to be the obvious £15,349 bargain 
of the old Sport but counters the new bottom line 
with a determinedly well packed standard spec that 
includes intelligent cruise control and the choice of 
several metallic paint colours, both of which usually 
add many hundreds to the bill. 



The cabin is neatly assembled 

Add in touches like satellite navigation (on a rather 
tiny screen), climate control, reversing camera and 
LED lights and that newly boosted price looks much 
more justified. 

All these goodies are mounted in a car whose cabin 
reflects the inevitable hard plastics and cost watching 
associated with a model range that starts at £11,999 
for lesser versions but it’s all neatly assembled, and 
Suzukis have a reputation for built-in toughness. 

Sporty touches inside run to grippy front seats, 

(very grippable) sport steering wheel and an 
instrument panel that will reveal your economy but 
not speed in digital form, which is a pity. 

Beneath the gently sportified exterior (think spoilers 
and big twin exhausts) sits a stiffened suspension 
honed over British roads where 100 different set ups 
were put through their paces. 

Which was only right and proper as the UK, with 
1,500 Suzuki Sport sales annually, is the largest 
market for the car in Europe. 

The result is one of the best-riding warm hatches 
you’ll encounter, thankfully lacking the big wheeled 
harshness attached to many rivals. It means our 
awful roads will be less of a (literal) pain than they 
might have been. 

A little larger than before, the Swift Sport remains 
small enough to add confidence to an enthusiastic 
B-road drive but big enough for a couple of grown 
men in the back, with gently splayed knees perhaps, 
and a boot a useful 25 per cent bigger than before. 

So, there’s an awful lot to like about this new Suzuki 
with extra punch from its now 138 horses, including 
an easy ability to top 40mpg in everyday life, with 
a combined 47.1 mpg in the new and more realistic 
official economy test (and 135g/km too). 

If you’re stepping from the old to new you will surely 
mostly enjoy the change but perhaps sometimes 
mourn the passing of youthful enthusiasm. The lively 
puppy has grown up.

Experts say learn from those 'oops factor' 
moments and cut your risk on the road 


Road safety and breakdown 
organisation GEM Motoring Assist 
is encouraging drivers to reflect on 
the dangerous moments they have 
experienced at the wheel, to reduce the 
risks they face on future road journeys. 

GEM road safety officer Neil Worth 
comments: “We are all familiar with those 
‘oops factor’ moments of danger, where 
no harm was actually done but where we 
came close to disaster.” 

“We’re encouraging drivers to set aside 
time thinking about their own particular 
‘oops factor’ moments. But rather than 
dwell on the danger and risk being 
distracted, wait until the end of a journey 
and set aside a few moments to think 
about why it happened. 

“That short period of reflection may be 
all you need to identify the reason, and to 
adapt your observation or concentration 
techniques to prevent a similar situation 
happening again.” 

GEM has produced the following four 
simple tips to reduce risk for drivers: 

Think about risk on journeys. This risk 
could come from a dangerous stretch of 


road, from adverse weather, an unwise 
choice of speed or from a lack of focus on 
the driving task. 

Expect the unexpected. This is especially 
true on familiar stretches of road. Keep 
your guard up, anticipate what could 
happen and stay ahead of the situation, 
rather than having to react urgently. 

Risk 

Eliminate the word ‘suddenly’ from your 
driving vocabulary. By identifying all the 
possible areas of risk, you can adapt and 
update your speed and position to keep 
yourself away from trouble. 

Learn from mistakes. You’re sure to 
be familiar with the ‘oops factor’; the 
realisation that a risky moment just 
happened. Take time later to think about 
why that moment happened. Did you fail 
to see another vehicle? Did you misjudge 
distance or speed? Did we gamble with 
a changing traffic light? Most important, 
what could you do differently next time to 
reduce the risk? 

“We can minimise the risks we face - and 


the risks we pose to others,” adds Neil 
Worth. 

“Good observation and anticipation 
mean we can spot potential problems early 
and look for a safe resolution of a situation 
in its early stages. In a sense we’re doing 
other drivers’ work for them - and we 
shouldn’t expect to be thanked for it. Our 
satisfaction can come in knowing that we 
made a positive contribution to ensuring a 
safer journey. 

“Experience should warn us of situations 
where risk is increased: for example, if it’s a 
wet day, we know we’ll take longer to stop. 
More to the point, we can expect to have 
to make allowances for others who may be 
less experienced or who don’t connect wet 
weather with greater risk. 

“Taking time to assess any ‘near misses’ 
we might have experienced - those 
moments during a journey where we 
raised an eyebrow, drew in breath, cursed 
another driver, or felt our hearts miss a 
beat - can be very helpful in reducing risk. 

“Most of us are poor at accepting blame. 
But we’re trying to keep blame out of the 
equation and adopt the simple priority of 



staying safe, and helping others stay safe, 
too. 

“By recognising the situations that may 
lead to greater danger, and learning from 
those ‘oops factor’ moments, we can 
actively reduce risk, both to ourselves and 
to those around us.”
